HAIL AND WIND. 


Great Damage to Property In Nebraska— 
Live Stuck Killed and Several Persons 
Severely Injured. 

A despatch from St. Edward, Neb., 
says:—A terrific wind storm approach- 
ing almost the -fury of a hurricane 
swept over this place on Thursday 
night, doing a great deal of damage to 
property and injuring several persons, 
Hail covered the ground to the depth 
of two inches. Considerable live 
stock was killed. At the farm of W. 
A. McCulchin, Mrs. Sprague of Sioux 
City was struck in the back by flying 
debris and seriously burt. Mrs, Mc- 
Culchin was also seriously injured, as 
was Mr, McCulchin’s mother. The 
house was wrecked. The storm passed 
to the northwest, tearing down barns 
and fences, and destroying the slaugh- 
ter house of P. E. Fisher, also levelling 
the Union Pacific Telegraph lines, 
Everybody in St: Edward went into 
caves or cellars. Hail broke most of the 
windows in town, Meagre reports of 
the storm come in from the country, 
but it is feared that some lives have 
been lost.

Japanese Soldiers Accused of Killing More 
Peaceful Citizens Than Bandita—Ruva- 
ges of the P agar. 

A despatch from Seattle, Wash., says: 

—Daily reports received from the 
Governor-General of Formosa to 
home office in Tokio, Japan, announce 
from 60 to 100 new cases of plague, of 
which about 40 per cent. resulted 
fatally. The scourge was most felt in 
the vicinity of Talpeh and Tain and 
there seems little chance of checking 
its ravages at present. ‘ 
_ The people of formosa are so suspic- 
ious of their Japanese conquerors that 
they will not help in the sanitary mea- 
sures that have been taken to check the 
plague. From many of the cities plague 
victims run outside the city walls and 
into the mountains rather than give 
themselves up to the Japanese physici- 
ans. 

Details of the terrible butcheries 
committed by the Japanese army on 
their recent raid through southern 
Formosa, are beginning to reach Japan. 
It is said more peaceful citizens were 
killed than bandits and as many as $00 
towns were sacked.

GETTING RID OF BUGS. 


Selence Comes to the Rescue of the 
Housewife. 

Herr Bernogau has earned the thanks of 
all housekeepers for his long and exhaust- 
ive inquiry in regard to the real value of 
thoso substanijes hitherto upheld as effica- 
clous as dest srs of roaches and other 
domestic insect pests. The result has been 
somowhat surprising, inasmuch as it has 
shown that many of the most popular 
remedies on the market are practically of 
little use. Insects were caught and kept 
in glass tubes, so that the effects could bo 
closely watched. 

Fresh insect powder made bugs a4 little 
uncomfortable for awhile, but they soon 
recovered and became as lively as before, 
apparently none the worse for the expert- 
ence. When mixed with 10 per cent naph- 
thalin, the powder killed a few of the in- 
sects only. Hydrogen hyperoxide was a 
flat failure. Formalin was quite effective, 
but it costs too much and has unpleasant 
effects on the person applying it. Coal oil 
was deadly, but it has a bad odor and is 
dangerous where contact with fire is pos- 
sible, 

Herr Bernegau finally decided that tho 
porfect insect destroyer is turpentine oil, 
either alone or with naphthalin. Ho rec- 
ommoends that the haunts of the insects 
should be gone oyer with turpentine oil 
and naphthalin, applied with a brush. 
The penetrating odor of the solution 
chases the insects out of their hiding places, 
and a little sprinkling of the oil effectual- 
ly disposes of them 

Where walls are treated with the mix- 
ture they should bo freshly painted or 
calcimined after it has soakedin. When 
the mixture has been applied to beds or 
furniture, floors or baseboards, they should 
be instantly washed with a hot solution 
of carbolic soap (to 2}¢ gallons of boiling 
water add a quart of liquid carbolic soap). 

To prepare the turpentine oil and naph- 
thalin a quart of the oil should be put into 
a half gallon jug with 150 grains of naph- 
thalin. ‘The jug must be set in hot water 
and shaken vigorously, ‘To propare car- 
bolic acid soap common yellow potash soap 
and commercial carbolic acid should bo 
heated together until a clear solution is 
obtained. 


Ships’ Anchors. 

Ships’ anchors cost from 5 to 7 cents a 
pound, so that a 6,000 pound anchor, 
which would be a very large one, would 
cost, even at tho lowest prico, about $300, 
and the big ship that required an anchor 
of that size would carry two of them. The 
two big anchors carried by a ship of, say, 
2,000 tons would weigh from 4,800 to 5,000 
pounds each, 

Tho anchors of merchant yessels are 
painted or tarred. Whenever the vessel is 
painted the anchors are painted also to

But on yachts 
and various smaller pleasure craft galvan- 
ized anchors are used, which, of course, 
do not require painting. Galvanized iron 
anchors haye been made for torpedo boats 
in the nayy; but, generally speaking, 
their use is confined to pleasure craft. A 
galvanized anchor costs nearly as much 
again as one not galvanized. 

The galvanizing preserves the anchor 
from rusting and makes it more sightly in 
appearance, and it prevents the anchor 
from dripping rusty water and so staining 
and marring decks or other surfaces with 
which it might come in contact.—New 
York Sun.

Maryland Lotteries, 

A gentleman in Baltimore interested in' 
antiquarian research has made acollection 
of old lottery tickets which gives interest- 
ing testimony as to the development of 
public morals, Most of his tickets were 
given out by Maryland lotteries, but quite 
as large a collection could undoubtedly be 
made in other states. Four of the tickets 
he holds are in the Washington monument 
lottery, which was authorized by the leg- 
islature and was not given up until 1824. 

As early as 1758 a lottery was advertised 
to build a wharf. The drawing took placo 
April 80, 1754. Ten years later one was 
undertaken to build a market house in 
“Baltimore Town,” and for ‘buying 
two fire engines and a parcel of leather 
bucketts.” In 17824 yearly lottery was 
authorized to aid the city expenses. Other 
objects for which money was raised in 
thig way were parsonages, church bells, 
clrealating libraries and gristmills.— 
Youth’s Companion.

Soft crimson shades are perhaps the 
most suitable for decorating such a 
room, but old blue is also very lovely 
and serviceable, the former looking at 
its best during the winter months, 
while the latter is most attractive in 
the summer time. If the crimson 
shades are employed throughout, they 
should be relieved by touches of gold, 
but if old blue is used, it should be re- 
lieved by lighter shades of blue. For 
instance, the table cover could be made 
of crimson felt, and this could be dec-| 
orated by a bold, conventional design!

The ice was brok- 
en into large pieces, which floated 
astern; but so arduous was the task 
of getting through the solid mass that 
the rate of progress was but two and 
a half knots. The Ermak reached Tol- 
beacon Lighthouse, about nine miles 
{rom Cronstadt, on the 16th of March. 
So unusual a sight in winter naturally 
attracted the attention of the whole 
of the population, and the progress of 
the vessel through the ice from three 
to five feet thick, surrounded as she 
was by sledges, crammed with sight- 
seers, was eagerly watched. The fa- 
cility with which the ice was broken 
and sent astern as the ship steamed 
ahead was the one topic of conversa- 
tion. On reaching Cronstadt Harbor 
the Ermak, which carried the Russian 
commercial flag, saluted the port and 
at once proceeded alongside the iron- 
clad Poltava. The Admiral and Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Port, together 
with the municipal authorities of

SWISS INN KEEPERS’ PROFITS, 

In Switzerland last summer there 
were 1,790 hotels, boarding houses, 
bathing and health resorts to accom- 
modate the travelling public. When 
one includes about 1,500 smaller 
hostleries, with accommodations for 
about ten persons, there were sleep- 
ing accommodations for 140,000 tray- 
allers in Switzerland. During the 
main travelling season, from the mid- 
dle of July to the end of August, the 
minimum expenditure of the average 
summer boarder, with his children and 
servants, is placed at the low sum of 
five francs. Nevertheless this means 
a daily income to the innkeepers of 
650,0000 francs. Making allowance for 
favorable travelling weather, these 
estimates mean an income to the hotel 
keepers during a month and one half 
of summer of 28,000,000 francs, In Lu- 
zerne alone there are fifty-two first 
class hotels.

A Battle Field of Monsters.

Millions of years ago, in the far-away 
periods known to g 
ozoic or Secondary age 
or mon, of the Biblical 
creation, when ‘'God created the great 
sea-monsters.” (R.V.)- England present- 
ed a very different appearance from that 
which exists at the present time. There 
were no chalk cliffs, for chalk did not 
yet exist; there were no (true placental) 
mammals, no lions, elephants, horses, 
cattle or sheep; the trees were mainly 
various forms of trop conifers, which 
grew in luxuriant vigour in the warm 
humid soil; and the general appearance 
of the scene must have been far less 
beautiful and attractive than the diver- 
sified beauty which the English land- 
scape now exhibits. 

But the country was altogether unfit- 
ted for the habitation of man,who would 
soon have been exterminated by the gi- 
gantic monsters which roamed over it 
in countless numbers; giant mailed rep- 
tiles of astounding size and strength, 
enormous frogs as large as a great ox, 
monstrous beasts, somewhat like liz- 


eologists as the

ards (Ichthyosaurus and others), some 
of them fifty feet long, with jaws six 
feet or more in length and of sufficient 
capacity to devour a couple of men at 
one mouthful, and which for a substan- 
tial meal would require nearly a dozen 


men; their eyes being as large as a 
man’s head, and their teeth powerful 
weapons which could crush a young 
elephant. And there were animals like 
tremendous bats, oue variety of which, 
(Pterodactyl), had a skull five feet in 
length and great wings in proportion, 
and could probably have curried off a 
man to his lair and devoured him at his 
ease; a terrible monster (the Megalo- 
saurus),whose colossal frame must have 
weighed at least two tons; a huge am- 
phibian (the Plesiosaurus), with a neck 
ten feet long, of which Cuvier remarked 
that ‘‘it presented the most monstrous 
assemblage of characteristics that has 
been met with among the races of the 
ancient world”; and a dreadful and en- 
ormous devouring monster, the Ceteo- 
saurus, fifty feet long and ten feet high. 
But probably the largest animal which 
ever trod the earth was the Atlanto- 
saurus, the length of which, according 
to Geikie, is supposed to have been not 
much short of 100 feet, with a height of 
80 feet or more. Assuming this to have 
been a carnivorous animal it is easy to 
imagine the number of men,women and 
children this appaling monster would 
devour in the course of a day if man 
had then existed on the earth. (It is 
stated that Professor Reed,of Wyoming 
College, has recently discovered a speci- 
men no less than about 125 feet long and 
85 feet high, the abdominal cavity of 
which was over 80 feet long and 15 feet 
wide.) 

Lyme Regis, on the south coast of 
England, appears to have been.a ver- 
itable battle field of these prodigious 
and ferocious animals, for there a strat- 
um of lias is exposed which has yielded 
a rich harvest of many kinds of fossils, 
numerous perfect skeletons having been 
exhumed; and there are abundant indi- 
cations that these great animals fought 
against and preyed upon each other, for 
the fossil coprolites reveal the fact un- 
disputably. In one instance the undi- 
gested broken bones of anichthyosaurus 
were found enclosed within the ribs ofa 
larger animal, proving that soon after 
devouring his prey he must haye met 
his death in some way before his meal 
had time to be digested. 

Happily for mankind these terrible 
monsters were, by the overruling power 
of Divine Providence, completely exter- 
minated previous to the creation of man. 
But there are other existences on earth, 
which,though invisible,yet are far more 
powerful and destructive than ever these 
were; ever going about seeking whom 
they can deyour, dragying their victims 
down to a lurid perdition, whence no 
escape is possible,and with consummate 
craft concealing from them, and shut- 
ting out from their minds, the horrors 
which inevitably await them. Happi- 
ly, however, the power to resist and 
overcome these malignant intelligences 
is promised to all who will but seek help 
of Him who so loved the world that He 
gave His Son to die as a substitute for 
all those who will but believe and serye 
Him, and to whom will be granted an 
armour impregnable and wholly unas- 
sailable.

| CAR OF CATTLE ON FIRE. 


Several of the Antmaly Earned to Death 
and All Injure 


A despateh from, Smith's Falls, Ont., 
was a very unusual ac- 
cident on the C.P.R., on Thursday. 
Two trains loads of cattle from Chic- 
ago of 19 cars each were sent out here 
during the forenoon, bound for Mont- 
real. Conductor Jarvis was incharge 
of one train, and just below Merrick- 
ville he found that one of the cars was 
on fire, He quickly stopped the train, 
and all hands set to work to jump the 
cattle outof the burning car. It was a 
difficult job, but they succecded in do- 
ing il, and then they ran the train on 
to the Burritt Rapids siding, out off 
the blazing car, and left it to burn up. 
‘Lho cattle, which were big steers from 
tho Wosters ranches, were pretty wild 
and not very easy to manage, but they 
were all sately corralled in a farmer's 
yard close by, and Superintendent 
Brady uotified of the occurrence. Pour 
of the cattle died from their buras, and 
one other was" killed out of merey. 
All the others were more or less in- 
jured, and it is thought all of them 
will have to be killed at Montreal. Such 
a thing asacar ofcaitle on fire was 
never known on this part of the C, P. 
R., before, and there are some peculiir 
complications about this. The cattle 
wore going through in bond, and the 
C. P. R., are bound to deliver the num- 
ber of catile they received. This will 
necessitate the sending forward of the 
dead bodies of the burned animals so 
that at the port of delivery the full 
number may be accounted for.

Eighty Tous of orate Razen Factory—

DARING BANK ROBBERY. 


STANDARD BANK AT BOWMAN- 
VILLE CLEANED OUT OF $11,000. 


Watchman Moteaif Was Bandeuffed and 


at Dresden and Cornwall. 

A despatch from Bowmanville, says: 
—Tho Standard Bank, on the corner of 
King and Temperance the 
business centre of tbe town, was bur- 
glarized on Saturday morning between 
2 and 3 oclock, and all the money in 
the vault, excepting the coppers, was 
stolen, with a number of valuable 
papers. 

Henry Metcalf, the night watchman, 
employed by the Town Council to 
patrol the business streets, had just 
finished taking his lunch in the police 
office in the Town Hall block, only 
about fifty yards from the bank corner, 
when he heard footsteps on the side- 
walk, and went to the door to see who 
was passing. As he stepped from the 
police office door to the street he was 
seized by two masked men, one on each 
side of him, and bis arms raised from 
his sides to prevent his reaching his 
pocket for his . revolver. He was 
pushed back into the office and the 
baton wrested from his hand by a blow 
from some instrument that inflicted a 
gasb on the back of the head, now 
badly swollen. Metcalf was then 
blindfolded by a third party with an 
ordinary white linen handkerchief, and 
gagged by another similar handker- 
chief. 

THREATENED TO KILL. 

When his arms were first seized two 
other men stood, one on each side of 
him, with revolvers pointed to his head 


streets, 


and he was told that “if you open your ; 


peep we will shoot you.” They took 
from his pocket u pair of handcuffs, 
and, placing his hands behind him, 
handeuffedp him and he was then 
marched by the two men towards the 
bank. Before he was gagged Metcalf 
said: “Boys, is this a game ¢” thinking 
it might be some local sports playing 
a trick on him. “No, it’s business; we 
a trick on him. One promptly answer- 
ed, ‘No, it’s business; we are going 
through the bank.’ He was taken a 
few steps south of King street, beside 
the bank, and his legs tied with a piece 
of rope that apparently had been part 
of a clothes line. 

One man stood by bim as he sat on 
the sidewalk with Metcalf’s revolver, 
which they had taken from him, in 
hand, while the others, at least five 
in number, proceeded to do the job, 

A large pane of giass was cut with 
a die from a west window and an en- 
try secured to the manager’s office. 
The front door was pried open, appar- 
ently from the outside, though Metcalf 
thinks, from the sounds heard, that it 
was opened from the inside. The vault 
is entered by two separate doors, both 
very strongly constructed of iron. 

t BLEW OPEN THE SAFE. 

Very soon he heard an explosion, the 
men having run on to the street by 
the front door. They immediately re- 
turned to the building und in a few 
minutes there was another explosion. 
The burglars had now secured en- 
trance to the inside vault, where they 
rifled the contents of several boxes, 
some belonging to the manager and 
others to customers who had placed 
them there for safe keeping. Before 
the third explosion, which blew open 
the massive safe, Metcalf was moved 
a few yards farther south so as to be 
away from danger should the*wall be 
blown out. This explosion, like the 
others, was very successful, and it was 
the work of only a few minutes to se- 
cure the contents. 

The yault and safe were new, ono of

|improvements, time lock, etc,, but the 
door, which must weigh half a ton, 
was warped like a piece of sheet iron, 
and torn completely off its hinges, and 
the side of the safe cracked open and 
otherwise badly wrecked, so us to be 
beyond repair.

HOW DID THEY TRAVEL? 

It seems that several persons living 
near the bank heard the explosions, 
but mo one went oul to investigate the 
cause, and probably it is just as well 
that they did not go, for the orders 
were to shoot whoever interfered. The 
men went south towards Queen St, 
and in the direction of the Grand 
Trunk station. Mr. Metoalf states, so 
fac as he could judge from the sound 
of their footsteps, there may have been 
more than six men, for one man was 
heard to be patrolling the street lead- 
ing to the residence of Chief of Police 
Jarvis. One woman says she heard a 
carriage drive down the street about 
that hour, and many are of the opinion 
that the burglars came by conveyances 
from different directions. 

Metoalf says the men he saw were 
all masked by tying handkerchiefs over 
the lower parts of their fac and all 
wore dark olothes. ‘They were large- 
sized, and one wore a fedora hat. They 
talked very little, and mostly in 
words of command, short and sharp. 

The Standard Bank building was a 
new structure, erected in 1894, -and is

In every ho- 
tel, restaurant, cafe or other resort where 
food or drinks are sold there is a function- 
ary who goes about among the guests, 03 
they summon him with the word “bezah- 
len,’ and collects the pay for what thoy 
have drunk or eaten. Each man tips him 
to the extent of 5 or 10 porcentof the bill. 
No other waiter can receive any money 
except a personal tip.

On tho 
contrary, he often pays tho proprietor a 
good sum for the place, Ho is held re- 
sponsible for everything—eatables, drink-

DOMINION PARLIAMENT, 


What the Legislators of the Country 
are Doing at Ottawa. 
DRUMMOND COUNTY RAILWAY. 
Mr. Blair, the Minister of Rail- 
Ways, moved a resolution for the pur- 
chase of the Drummond County Rail- 
way. ‘The motion to go into commit- 
tee on the resolution was opposed for 
six hours, when a division finally set- 
tled the matter by a vote of 80 to 38. 
Sir Charles Tupper asked whether the 
Minister of Railways had furnished to 
the House the specific statement re- 
@arding the amount of the expendi- 
ture, and receipts of what is called the 
railway extension from Chaudiere to 
Montreal of the Intercolonial Railway. 
Without this information it would be 
impossible to discuss the 
County Railway 

gently. 

Mr. Blair said he had not furnished 
the House with the statement asked 
for by the leader of the Opposition, for 
the very good reason that no such 
Statement could be procured which 
would be of the slightest value to the 
House. ° He had assurance of the De- 
puty Minister and the General Man- 
ager of the Government railway that 
it is impossible to furnish such a state-

THE EARTH BANKRUPT. 
The Nations Owe More Money Than They 
Can 


The world is so heavily in debt that 


it can never pay up, 
There is not enough gold in the 
world to pay the debts of the nations, 
There is probably only about two 


thousand millions’ worth of gold 
money in the world, 

But the debts of the nations—aside 
from private, municipal and local 


debts—amount to thirty thousand mil- 


ment which would be of any yalue 
with respect to the running and oper- 
ating of any section of the Intercol- 
onial. The accounts are not kept in 
sections, but of the railway as a whole, 
and any statement which he might 
procure from the officers of the de- 
partment would be a mere estimate, 
and, therefore, of little value. 
QUESTIONS ANSWERED. 

Mr. Clarke, West: Toronto, called at- 
tention to astatement in a ‘Toronto 
evening newspaper, that 75 Italians 
had been brought over from Buffalo to 
Toronto to engage in labouring work, 

‘The Premier replied that he was not 
aware whether the Government officer 
in Toronto had called attention to the 
statements made by the newspaper. 
The Government will.expect informa- 
tioa from its officer before it takes any 
action, fs 

Sir Charles Tupper asked if the Goy- 
ernment had any information in re- 
gard to the rumour from Washington 
that the Anglo-American Joint High 
Commission will not meet in August 
according to agreement. : 

The Premier—I have not yet heard 
anything in regard to the rumour to 
which the hon. gentleman alludes. So 


far as my information goes, there is 
no foundation for it. 
Mr. Clarke Wallace asked whether 


the report published in the Montreal 
Witness that the old lists were to be 
used in the Winnipeg eleclion was cor- 
rect, 

‘The Premier replied that an officer 
had been sent to Winnipeg to make a 
new list, 

Mr. Wallace—Will he make it on the 
basis of the old lists? 

‘The Premier—He will make it accord- 
ing to the law of Manitoba, 

Mr. Bergeron asked for information 
in regard to the fisheries question as 
between the Dominion and the pro- 
vinces. 

Sir Louis Davies replied that under 
the Privy Council judgment the Do- 
minion had sole power to make regu- 
lations concerning the fisheries, but so 
far as the inland fisheries were con- 
cerned, the Dominion had no authority 
Whatever to license. Hence Ontario 
and Quebec were issuing licenses for 
fisheries entirely within the boundar- 
ies of those provinces. By agreement 
with the Governments of Nova Scotia 
and New Brunswick, the Dominion was 
administering the fisheries in those 
provinces this year pending the sub- 
mission of a case to the Supreme Court 
to determine the relative powers of the 
provincial and Dominion authorities in 
the waters adjacent to the sea coasts. 

Mr. Charlton's bill to amend the 
Criminal Code by raising the age of 
consent from 16 to 18 years was read 
the third time on a division of 68 to 
29, 

When the third reading of the Col- 
umbia and Western railway bill was 
reached, Mr. Oliver made an attempt 
to have it sent back to committee with 
a view to striking out the clause in- 
creasing the companys bonding pow- 
ers. On a division the motion to send 
it back was voted down by 61 to 14, 
and the third reading was then agreed 
to. 

Mr Davis was informed by Mr, Sif- 
ton that 234 miles of the Manitoba 
and North-Western railway have been 
built, of which 55 miles are in the 
North-West Territories, The company 
has earned as subsidy 1,501,876 acres of 
land, of which a part has been located 
and the patents taken out, 

Sir Hibbert Tupper was told by Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier that it is not the in- 
tention of the Government this ses- 
sion to ask Parliament to provide for 
the representation of the Yukon terri- 
tory in the House of Commons of 
Canoda, 

Sir Hibbert Tupper was told by Mr, 
Border, that prior to the departure of 
the Government freight for Fort Sel- 
kirk from Seattle he was not advised 
that the Boston and Seattle Steamship 
Company, was bankrupt, that he did 
satisfy himself by careful enquiries 
that the company could perform its 
contract, that he took no security for 
such performance, and that no money 
was paid to the company on behalf of 
the Government on account of that 
contract. 

Mr. Davin was told by Mr. Sifton 
that the Government had not yet made 
up its mind what legislation, if any, 
it would introduce this session with 
regard to the seed grain question in 
the West.

SOME QUEDR FAMILIES. 


There is a family living in a remote 
northern town in which the curious 
custom exists of each member address- 
ing the other with the prefix ‘‘Mr.” 
or “Miss.” It seems rather absurd to 
think of a sister addressing her bro- 
ther in all seriousness as ‘Mr. So-and- 
so," whilst the action of the brother 
in calling his sister ‘‘Miss’’ would ap- 
pear equally ridiculous. he custom 
was originated by the head of the 
house, and is strictly observed. 

More attractive is the custom which

fourteen children, ina London suburb.

that if an attempt were made to dup 
licate its perfection it would require: 
fifteen or twenty years’ time in which 
to do so. It is not the abnormal size, 
weight or number of the stones that ; 
constitute this necklace’s peculiar 
value and beauty, for there are many 
necklaces which excel it in each of 
these particulars, but it is the fact 
that every stone is a gem of the 
choicest quality and absolutely mat- 
ches every other one. The necklace, as: — 
it rests in its case. enciroles closely a 
centre piece, six inches in diameter, ~ 
and the diameter of the necklace itself, 
at the centre line of the stones, i 
about 6 8-4 inches. It contains forty- 
seven stones, wh.ch vary in size from 
front to back in perfect graduation, 
from diameters of 7-16 ich, wilh — 
weights of 7 carats, to diameters of 
5-16 inch and weights of 2 1-2 carats, 
The necklace is worch at retail be 
tween $125,000 and $150,000, 

About twelve years ago the largest 
handler in the world of diamonds in ~ 
the rough was instructed to begin the 
collection of stones for this necklace. 
This dealer is in London, and nowhere 
else could anyone be found through 
whose hands enough diamonds wou d 
pass in a generation from which to 
make such a collection, ‘Che instruc- 
tions to the dealer were that every 
stone must be of the grade known as 
a gem, that the color must be blue © 
white and each one capable of being 


brilliancy and fire. The collection of 
the stones was begun at once and it 
was not until six months ago that the 
last stone of the lot was picked out in 
the rough, Then the whole lot were 
sent to New York where they were 
cut and mounted, 
no requirement that this should be 50, 
every stone, as it happens, came from 
the same African mine, and this, no 
doubt, helps to give them the evenness 
of effect which is one of the most re= 
markable traits of the necklace, Dhis 
is assured also by the cutting of the 
stones, for in each tho same angles are 
found, with the same number 
facets, the same comparative sizes of 
girdle, and table and heights from git 
dle to table aad peint, . 
One of the chief expenses in produc= — 

ing the circlet Iny in the cutting’ of 
the gems to tho exact sizes required. 
The larger stones wero, of course, all 
out to the largest size that thay would 
afford, but as the required size graded 
down it was not uncommon for a stone 
that if used separately might have out 
to 6 1-2 or 6 carats, to be out down 
to 5 carats. It is estimated that while 
the dealer was gathering the stones in 
the rough he handled from $10,000,000 
to $12,000,000 worth of diamonds from 
the same mine and that he handled 
altogether about $38,000,000 of din= 
monds, all of which were scanned for 
stones for this one necklace.

GREAT LEADERS SMALL MEN, 

It is worth noting, too, that some of 
the most famous generals the world 
has ever seen have been comparative- 
ly small men. Caesar, Alexander the 
Great and Napoleon I., were by no 
means tall. A modern scientist in- 
deed, goes so far as to say that if he 
had to select a military strategist from 
a number of soldiers he would pick out 
the smallest. 

The first Napoleon valued tall sol- 
diers, but his main efforts were spent 
in securing first class generals, and 
these he is said to have selected not 
according to their stature, but accord- 
ing to the length and shape of their 
noses. Physical endurance in a sgol- 
dier was what he prized, and if he 
could stand the strain and stress of a 
long campaign he cared little as to 
his stature. True, among his guards 
there were some notably tall men, and, 
indeed, it is safe to say that the stat- 
ure of the men in the French army at 
that time compared favorably with 
that of the men in any other army. 

England has long been famous for

STATELY FIGHTING MEN, 
and it is said that Queen Victoria has 
always been unusually complaisant to 
any tall soldier who wears her uni- 
form, Those who have seen the Life 
Guards in London know what an Eng- 
lish soldier of this type is like. Some 
are toc apt to look on these colossal of- 
ficers and men os mere ornaments 
and appendages of an effete monarchy, 
whicl is absurd, since there is ample 
evidence that, when real fighting is to 
be done, there are no more dauntless 
warriors on the face of .he earth.
